sion at the University of Oklahoma,

The 
tenth 
annual 
state 
university summer session will last 
eight weeks, starting June 7 and 
closing August 3. Sixty-six faculty 
members already have been secured 
by Dr. Phelan for the 19 20 session 
and at least 2,000 students are ex­ 
pected. 
Prominent educators 
from 
all 
over 
the 
United 
States 
have 
been booked for the lecture courses 
that are among the important fea­ 
tures of the state university summer 
session. 
The University of Oklahoma was 
the first state university to start 
the 
Americanization 
courses— this 
work being offered Oklahoma edu­ 
cators for the first time during the 
1919 session. Other universities are 
offering these courses this summer 
but 
Oklahoma took the lead last 
year according to reports received 
here from the federal department at 
Washington. 
The idea in presenting this work 
is 
to 
prepare Oklahoma 
teachers 
for the work that they will encoun­ 
ter in their individual communities 
next fall when they return to their 
various schools. The federal govern­ 
ment has expressed itself as being 
especially anxious to have the teach­ 
ers of America perpared to instruct 
their students in civics and English, 
not only 
in class-room 
work 
but 
also during their school life. 
One hundred and seventy-five stu­ 


dents 
were 
enrolled 
in 
the 
first 
summer session 
at the University 
of Oklahoma in 1910. Iii 1911 Dr. 
Phelan was placed in charge of the 
session and the enrollment gained 
one hundred per cent— 350 students 
being enrolled. During the 1919 ses­ 
sion more than 1,600 were on the 
state university campus 
for eight 
weeks and the university authorities 
are planning on at least 2,000 here 
this summer. 
It is because of the expectations 
of an 
unusually 
large 
enrollment 
that so large a faculty is being se­ 
cured. Many county and city super­ 
intendents, high 
school and 
ward 
school principals and teachers from 
all over 
Oklahoma 
have 
already 
written to the university tor infor­ 
mation concerning the 1920 summer 
session. Bulletins covering the wTork 
to be offered this year are now be­ 
ing printed and wrill be ready for 
distribution immediately, Dean Phe­ 
lan states. 
Many Oklahoma educators are tak­ 
ing advantage of these eight week 
courses to complete their work for 
their master’s degree. A consider­ 
able part of the work being offered 
for the coming session wrill be ar­ 
ranged especially for graduate stu­ 
dents.

WHEN FRIENDS ARE DANGEROUS 


Once upon a time we watched a bunch of small boys eag­ 
erly sicking a fice onto a sleeping bull dog. 
The boys were 
fond of the fice and hated the bull dog. 
They saw the fice 
was looking for trouble, they knew the bull dog had imposed 
on the fice numerous times, and they dearly loved a scrap. 
The more the boys sicked the louder the fice barked and the 
louder the fice barked the more enthusiastically the boys 
yelled. 
But finally the bull dog woke up. 
He woke up all 
over. 
Then it took all the available men in the village to 
save the fice from annihilation. 
The boys had used exceed­ 
ingly bad judgment. 
Somehow’ the incident of the fice and bull dog comes to 
mind every time we think of this Irish and British question. 
Ireland has been barking furiously for many moons. 
Great 
Britain is sleeping nonchalantly with one eye open. 
A lot of 
small-boy-kind of Americans are eagerly sicking Ireland on. 
The American senate is endorsing the principle of Irish free­ 
dom. 
A resolution recognizing the Irish republic is introduced 
in the house. 
Zealous Americans are organizing clubs of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom. 
Cities are painting themselves 
green in honor of visits from the so-called president of the 
so-called Irish republic. 
All of these are acting the part of 
the small boys who sicked the fice onto the bull dog. 
Such tactics may be of the best intention and those who 
engage in such tactics may be the warmest friends Ireland 
ever knew . At the same time they are doing a mighty danger­ 
ous thing for Ireland. 
If they really care for the people of 
Ireland, they had better stop and think seriously of what they 
are about to do. 
It would take mighty little to precipitate 
a revolution in Ireland, and such a revolution would inevitably! 
convert that fairest isle of the ocean into a charnel house. 
The total population of Ireland 
is in 
round numbers, 
4,400,000. 
At least twenty five per cent of these are bitterly 
opposed to the Irish Republic. 
That would leave fewer than 
3,500,000 people to meet in battle an empire on whose acres 
the sun never sets. 
Scotland alone has a larger population 
than Ireland and Scotland is only a small corner of Britain. 
Canada is only one of the British provinces and Canada has 
twice the population of Ireland. 
Any man not unbalanced 
by excessive friendship or excessive hatred knows that Ireland 
would be as helpless against the mighty powers of Great 
Britain as Belgium was against the armies of the Hun. 
Belgium triumphed finally with outside assistance, and 
some of the ultra advocates of the Irish cause are seeking 
to enlist the United States in war with Great Britain. Cohalan 
4;old the house committee on foreign relations that he would 
like to see the United States go to war vrith Britain if that 
was necessary to free Ireland. 
Bourke Cochran told the same 
committee that the adoption of the league of nations wTould 
prevent a war for the liberation of Ireland and that he op­ 
posed the league for that reason. 
While the number anxious 
for such a war is small it is active and influential. 
The only calamity greater than that awaiting Ireland if 
she attacks Great Britain single handed, is that awaiting civil­ 
ization in the event of war between the two great Anglo-Saxon 
nations of the world. 
Such a war under present conditions 
would probably bring civilization itself to its doom. 
Such a 
catastrophe is unthinkable, yet it is courted by some and 
made possible by the thoughtless many. 
Real friends of 
America will not imperil their nation, their race, and their 
civilization by urging a national fice to attack a national bull 
dog. 
Real friends of Ireland will -not encourage a rebellion 
that will convert that unhappy island into the wailing place 
of modern times. 
They should think before it is everlastingly 
too late. 
Home rule will come to Ireland and independence will 
come eventually. 
Both will come as the Irish people mani­ 
fest unmistakable ability to govern themselves and will come 
as respect for Ireland increases among the people of the 
British Empire. But the tactics of many Americans will never 
benefit the Irish cause and are liable to bring unspeakable 
calamities on that long suffering people.

OLD TIMER OF 
ROFF GIVES A 
HISTORIC NOTE 


By “An Old Timer 


Roff, Oklahoma., April 22— Look­ 
ing back over the past forty years, 
which of course seems only a short 
lapse of time to old settlers wrho 
came w’hen there was no signs of 
life visible except wild game and 
wild horses and a few Indian set­ 
tlers, almost marvelous changes are 
to be noted, most particularly in 
the vicinity ga w’here the town of 
Roff now’ stands. The changes are 
as great, we suppose, in all parts 
of what was the Indian Territory 
—from a w ! grazing land teeming 
with wild game, whose first settlers 
was the cowmen, to a rich agricul­ 
tural districts that it now’ is inhabi­ 
ted by a thrifty, satisfied class of 
farm ers. 
The cowmen are allay s the pio­ 
neers of the Western Range, and 
are later followed by the s m a l l 
farmer, who 
becomes 
dissatisfied 
with his location, looks for “greener 
fields, and was usually un welcomed 
by the cowmen. 
Thirty-seven years ago J. T. Roff I 


I trailed a herd of cattle to this place 
in search of w’ater and grass, which 
j he found in abundance here, being 
(the head waters of Blue, and estab­ 
lished a ranch here, with headquar­ 
ters on the section where the town 
of Roff now stands. There were no 
I settlement near the lanch, the near­ 
est postoffice being old Mill Creek 
and Stonewall. They got their sup­ 
plies from Cado on the M. K. & T. 
The first farmers drifted here to 
the XR or Roff Ranch in 1 8 7 7, 


were 
too 
conservative— afraid 
of 
competition and did not have the 
money. 
Roff, now’, after these 20 years, 
a nice little town of from 
1500 
to 2000 inhabitants, has a bright 
future. In fact, it is now’ ready to 
merge into the ranks of a city with 
the set of Wide-awa^e citizens she 
has to back her up.
